Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19, 21 and 22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claims 1,3,4,5, 10, 13, 16,21 and 22, the instant invention is 
directed to An information processing apparatus which acquires, "An information 
processing method for an information processing apparatus which acquires....", "A 
program storage medium storing a computer-readable program for controlling an 
information processing apparatus which acquires...", "An information processing 
method for an information processing apparatus which acquires...", "A computer- 
readable medium encoded with a computer-readable program for controlling an 
information processing apparatus which acquires...", "An information providing 
apparatus which provides...", "An information providing method for an information 
providing apparatus which provides..." and A computer-readable medium encoded with 
a computer-readable program for controlling an information providing apparatus which 
provides preset-recording data for preset-recording a television program to an 
information processing apparatus via network. The relevant prior art of record, such as 
Franco (2002/0046407) discloses use of web pages to remotely program a broadcast 
content recording system. Ellis et al (2005/0028208) disclose an interactive television 
program guide with remote access. Hirata (7,454,626) discloses transmitting/receiving 
apparatus and transmitting/receiving method. Knudson et al (6,536,041) disclose 
program guide system with real-time data sources. Alexander et al (6,177,931)

disclose systems and methods for displaying and recording control interactive with TV 
programs, video and ads information. However, neither Franco, Ellis, Hirata, Knudson 
nor Alexander and any of the cited references teach, or suggest, alone or in 
combination the feature of "...said first window including a recording preset-recording 
execute button, wherein said preset-recording execute button is enabled to control 
recording of said television program after of display of the first advertisement-associated 
data.", as recited in combination with other features of independent claims 1, 3, 4, 5, 10, 
13, 16, 21 and 22.
